5. To minimize tha needle S3 expenditure of effort and 
money, there is a pressing need for cooperation, coordina- 
tion "yd mutual agreement between the domestic elements 
and the field. Thara must be a constant exchange of ideas, 
knowledge basic frames of reference betveen tha two to 
stimulate productive thinking in associated and allied 
scientific field a of investigation and to provide adequate 
operational planning and programming within this type of 
activity.
